No shh-ing 
at library 
protest 

PROTESTERS took to the 
streets to oppose cuts to 
libraries in Southend. 

The Stand Up for 
Southend Libraries 

Campaign has welcomed 
recent announcements 
from Southend Council 
that a shortage of volun¬ 
teers would not force 
libraries to close. 

But the campaigners say 
the library service should 
rely on paid staff rather 
than volunteers in the first 
place. They believe that to 
keep a decent level of pro¬ 
fessional staffing, volun¬ 
teers should be allowed to 



bring enthusiasm and com¬ 
munity spirit to branches. 

Campaign organiser 
Peter Passingham said 
people have the chance to 
make a difference this 
summer by making sure 
they answer a council sur¬ 


vey about libraries. “We’ll 
show them that there’s no 
‘divide and rule’ when it 
comes to libraries we 
know, love and depend on. 
More people are getting 
active all the time.” 

Campaigners want to 


make sure there is a big 
response to the survey, 
due to run until September 
8. Library users are urged 
to fill it in, but be careful 
to support keeping every 
branch open and avoid the 
trap of ‘volunteering’ to 


run branches without paid 
staff. Southend Council 
has confirmed that if not 
enough volunteers come 
forward, it will look at 
‘ other alternatives ’.

RAPE LIAR JAILED 


A WOMAN from Southend has been 
sentenced to 12 months in prison for 
lying to police about being raped. 

Cathy Richardson told officers in 
November 2012 and February 2013 she 
had been raped by a man she knew sev¬ 
eral times during two months in 2012. 

A man in his 20s from the Southend 
area was arrested. He was locked in a 
police cell and was forced to undergo 
an ‘intrusive’ medical examination 
before being released. 

On February 26, Richardson was 
arrested at home in Viking Court, in 
Shoebury, and charged in May with 
perverting the course of justice. 

Unemployed Richardson, 26, was 
released on police bail prior to her ini¬ 
tial appearance at Southend 


Magistrates Court on May 31, after 
which she was released on court bail. 

Senior investigating officer DCI 
Scott Cannon said when a false allega¬ 
tion of rape is made, it heightens the 
difficulty for victims who have gen¬ 
uinely suffered sexual crimes. 

DCI Cannon said: “The outcome of 
this prosecution should act as a very 
clear message to those people who 
deliberately lie to police and signifi¬ 
cantly hinder a major investigation. 

“The actions of Cathy Richardson in 
this case led to an innocent man being 
arrested, having to spend time in a cus¬ 
tody cell and undergoing an intrusive 
and personal medical examination. 

“He had to endure the stigma of 
being suspected of a serious offence, 


only to be cleared of a crime he knew 
he had not committed. 

“Detectives spent many hours on this 
investigation which could have been 
better spent on protecting some of 
society’s most vulnerable victims and 
pursuing real offenders.” 

He added: “My team will relentless¬ 
ly pursue every line of enquiry in a 
search for the truth and will always 
strive to bring sexual offenders to jus¬ 
tice. I would like to reassure every vic¬ 
tim of sexual abuse that Essex Police 
takes any report very seriously and will 
offer all the support and protection we 
can during every investigation.” 

Richardson was sentenced at 
Basildon Crown Court on August 8 to 
12 months in prison.

Thefacts 

The store opened in 1914, at 64 High Street, 
and was purchased from the London Penny 
Bazaar Company. Fifteen years later it 
closed and then reopened on Monday, June 
15,1929, at 56 High Street. 

In 1955, the store helped dress the 
Southend Carnival Queens, with the queen, 
Jean Lewis, given ‘the freedom of the store’. 

In 1963 the store held a Summer Fashion 
Show, which included popular St Michael 
knitted dresses. 

In 1979 the store held a successful late- 
night opening for customers with limited 
mobility.

A WOMAN in her 70s was 
punched in the face before she 
was robbed of her handbag.

He 
was wearing a green T-shirt and 
dark tracksuit bottoms.

Loco has an 

interesting 

history 

WITH reference to the picture 
of the class 37 locomotive on 
page 11 (Yellow Advertiser 
Friday August 2) taken by 
Mark Cleveland, who was a 
class-mate of mine at 
Southchurch Hall High School 
for Boys in the early 1970s. 

These locomotives, know 
originally as English Electric 
Type 3 s, have often worked on 
both the Great Eastern and 
London, Tilbury and Southend 
lines into Southend. They have 
worked engineering trains, 
postal trains and have hauled 
MOD trains to and from 
Shoeburyness, and have also 
been used to haul dead electric 
trains. However, their various 
functions have now been taken 
by newer, more powerful loco¬ 
motives, such as the 
American-built class 66, which 
are actually built in Canada, 
and are often seen topping and 
tailing the Railhead Treatment 
Trains during the leaf-fail peri¬ 
od. It is possible therefore, that 
the Network Rail test which 
Mark Cleveland photographed 
was topped and tailed by 
Direct Rail Service class 37 
locomotives, thus avoiding the 


need for the locomotive to run 
round its train. 

For the record, the class 37 
first came into service in 
1960, and the first locomotive, 
no 6700, is preserved in work¬ 
ing order at the National 
Railway Museum at York. 

There were 309 class 37 loco¬ 
motives built, between 1960 to 
1966, but one was scrapped 
quite early following an acci¬ 
dent. 

I have photographed these 
locomotives myself on both 
the GE and LTSR routes.

R ELIVE the music and magic of the 
early 60's during a nostalgic and feel 
good journey at the Cliffs Pavilion next 
month.

Kicking even more ass 
as our heroes grow up 


Kick-Ass 2 (15,103 mins) 


K ick-Ass and Hit-Girl are back 
for more action in Mark 
Millar's comic book sequel, 
which packs more of a punch than 
the first film. 

Now directed by American Jeff 
Wadlow, after Matthew Vaughn 
passed on the job, this follow-up 
to the 2010 movie is amped up 
with darker humour, more swearing 
and more violence than the first 
film. 

Set four years after Kick-Ass, 
our favourite characters have 
grown up. Now 18 and close to 
finishing high school, Dave 
Lizewski (Aaron Taylor-Johnson) is 
keen to bring his green figure-hug¬ 
ging Kick-Ass suit out of the clos¬ 
et, while Mindy McCready (Chloe 
Grace Moretz), who sneaks out of 
school to bust drug-dealers, is 
being urged to forget her super¬ 
hero sideline as Hit-Girl and fit in 
and be a normal teenager, follow¬ 
ing the death of her father Big 
Daddy (Nicolas Cage). 

"Aren't you tired of being on 
your own? I wanna team up like 
Batman and Robin," says Dave, to 
which Mindy scornfully replies: "No 
one wants to be Robin." 

As Mindy trains Dave up with her 
extensive arsenal of weapons: 
guns, star knives and katanas, he 


reveals: "Our own superhero team 
is going to be balls." 

But soon, her guardian Marcus 
(Morris Chestnut) advises her to 
stay in school and give up the Hit- 
Girl lark, and Dave is left on his 
own. After enlisting the help of his 
buddy Marty (Clark Duke), he finds 
Justice Forever, a group of 
wannabe vigilantes run by ex-mob¬ 
ster Colonel Stars And Stripes (Jim 
Carrey). By day, they are normal, 
everyday citizens but by night, they 
exact revenge on criminals. 

"We were in the ultimate clique. 
We felt like rock stars," Dave says. 

Chris D'Amico (Christopher 
Mintz-Plasse is vowing vengeance 
on Kick-Ass and Hit-Girl for his 
father's death by bazooka. This 
time, he puts aside his superhero 
alter-ego Red Mist to become The 
Mother****** - a super-villain with 
the most Twitter followers. 

"Red Mist is my superhero 
name. From now on, I will be 
known as The Mother******. I want 
to kick Kick-Ass' ass with my bare 
hands. I gotta tweet about this," he 
says. 

While he gathers his evil gang 
together, Mindy tries to deal with 
high school life - attempting to fit 
in with the cool group at school, 
attending girly sleepovers and try¬ 
ing out for the cheerleading squad. 

And she goes on her first date. 


"It's like the first time Big Daddy 
sent me into a drug den with only 
a jackknife," she admits. 

Still, there's only so long she can 
ignore her Hit-Girl tendencies and 
it's only a matter of time before 
Mindy gets back on her purple 
Ducati (the number plate reads: Hit 
N Run) and returns to her violent, 
feisty roots. 

Fans will be glad that Kick-Ass 2 
is a faithful sequel, although some 
of the darker references in the 
comic book have been taken out, 
following the shooting tragedies in 
Aurora, Colorado, and Sandy 
Hook, Connecticut. With some 
unforgettable one-liners, dark 
humour and a memorable scene 
involving a "s*** stick", this movie 
is definitely more ass-kicking than 
ass-licking.

Q. Do multiple agency agreements make 
much sense any more? 

A. To be honest, no - but then, they never really did! 

Of course, the argument in favour of multiple 
agency agreements has always been that with 
several agents working on your behalf rather than 

just one, your home benefits from correspondingly wider exposure to a greater number 
of potential buyers. That’s why so many people used to go for them, and still do - even 
though agents generally offer a significant discount on their fees for sole agency. 

All of which is rather ironic, when you thing about it, because the only real difference with 
a multi agreement is that your property keeps cropping up all over the place with 
different agents - and people may start to wonder if there’s something wrong with it. In 
this regard, the internet - where well over 90% of buyers start their search for a new 
home - has only exacerbated the problem. 

However, the biggest flaw in the case for multiple agency agreements is their winner- 
takes-all ethos. Yes, one agent may well succeed in securing the sale and earning the 
commission. But as far as the rest of the participants are concerned, they wind up with 
nothing at all to show for their efforts. And human nature being what it is, that’s hardly 
much of an incentive to really pull out all the stops! 

The truth of the matter is that sole agency is, and always has been, the best bet - as 
long as you choose wisely, of course. Much better to have one highly motivated and 
thoroughly professional agent on your case than half a dozen who are just going through 
the motions. And it’s cheaper too! 

Finally, however, I can’t resist a quick plug for something called “multi-listing.” Common 
in places like the USA, the only genuine multi-listing system across the UK is operated 
by Team - a large network of independent high street agents, all linked by some 
extremely clever technology which enables them to share all their properties. Team 
members basically work together on behalf of their clients, with commissions split 
between the agent who wins the instruction and the agent who secures the sale - so 
everyone’s equally motivated. 

It’s what multiple agency ought to be - but isn’t. And best of all, it costs no more than 
an ordinary sole agency fee!

Tenant Question 

When I take a deposit and a tenant moves out what will be allowed to be fair wear and tear and not 
deducted from the deposit? 

Think Property Answer 

Fair wear and tear means making an allowance for: - 

1. the original age, quality and condition of any item at commencement of the tenancy 

2. the average useful lifespan to value ratio (depreciation) of the item 

3. the reasonable expected usage of such an item 

4. the number and type of occupants in the property 

5. the length of the tenant’s occupancy 

We’d say that there several points to make in addition to this very helpful guidance. Generally, you’re 
not going to be able to claim for the full cost of replacing an item but merely a contribution towards 
its repair or replacement. Secondly, the type of tenant you have taken on makes a difference. So, if 
you’ve let the property to parents with kids or students, people with pets or smokers and that was 
recognized in the agreement, then you can’t penalize tenants for behaving as anyone would 
reasonably expect them to. 

Dealing with delicate edge-cases is a skilful balancing act. But try and be fair. Don’t be a quibbler. 
Don’t forget, your time is valuable too. If you spend several weeks, numerous phone calls and not a 
little stress quibbling over £50, then you’re onto a loser.

T HE Ford Focus is one of the 
best compact family cars 
available and a new version 
introduced in May now makes it 
one of the most frugal. 

Ford’s engineers have worked 
wonders on the 1.6-litre Duratorq 
diesel engine to reduce its emis¬ 
sions to just 99g/km - below the

tax threshold - and to get the 
combined fuel figure to 76.4mpg. 

To achieve these figures, engi¬ 
neers revised the common-rail fuel 
injection system, turbocharger, 
cooling system and the final drive 
ratio. Total power is down by 
around lObhp as a result com¬ 
pared to normal models but peak 
torque remains the same. 

The model I drove came in Zetec 
trim and costs £19,145. The Zetec 
offers a more than decent level of 
kit and will meet the needs of most 
family motorists. The cabin is the 


same as in any other member of 
the Focus family. 

Five adults can travel in reason¬ 
able comfort and the materials are 
a match or better than in other 
mainstream models. 

There are a number of useful 
storage areas inside the cabin and 
luggage space is generous at 316 
litres and this rises to 1,101 litres if 


you collapse the rear seats. You 
can also split the seats if you want 
to carry one rear passenger. 

As with all Focus models, the 
steering is sharp and precise and 
the handling first-class. The sus¬ 
pension deals well with even our 
worst roads. Visibility is good all 
round and the Focus is packed 
with all the latest safety features. 


But this version is all about econ¬ 
omy and it certainly doesn’t disap¬ 
point. I didn’t achieve the lab figure 
of 76.4mpg, but I did manage to 
get more than 65mpg ,which is a 
great result for this size of car. 

And although this version is no 
sprinter, 62mph can still be 
reached in 11.8 seconds and it will 
go on to a top speed of 116mph. 


If you want brisk, sporting motor¬ 
ing then this model of the Focus is 
not for you, but if you are after 
economy it is worth considering, 
as is the 1.0-litre Ecoboost petrol 
unit which has more character. 

The Focus is still one of the best 
family hatches you can buy and 
this frugal model gives customers 
another option.

I don't have any compostable food waste 
liners or pink recycling sacks, how can 
these be obtained? 


I live in a block of flats so do not have my 
own pink recycling sacks or blue food 
waste bin. Can I still participate? 


From 1st July 2013 compostable food waste liners will 
be included in the scheduled six monthly delivery of 
pink recycling and clear textile recycling sacks so you 
will be due a delivery later on in the year on your next 
delivery date. If in the meantime you require additional 
food waste liners place your reusable hanger that was 
delivered with your new containment on the handle of 
your collection bin and our collection operatives will post 
one roll of liners through your letterbox. If you have 
misplaced your hanger these can be collected from 
any of the library branches located within the 
Southend-on-Sea Borough, along with pink recycling 
sacks should you have run out. 

I don't have a food 
waste kitchen caddy 
and/or collection bin. 
how can these be 
obtained? 

If you require a blue food w 
kitchen caddy or collection bin, visit 
www.southend.gov.uk/foodwaste or call 01702 215006 
and we will arrange for one to delivered to you free of 
charge within three working days. Then you can pledge 
in the normal way. 


Yes you can! All you will need to do is pledge to recycle 
either on-line or by post. Any winners who live in a 
block of flats that use communal bins for their pink 
recycling sacks and food waste collections will be 
asked a number of questions to show they have a basic 
understanding of both the pink recycling sack and food 
waste collection services. If you live in a block of flats 
and do not have access to a pink recycling sack or food 
waste collection service then please visit 
www.southend.gov.uk/recyclinginflats or call 
Southend-on-Sea Borough Council on 01702 215006 to 
set up these services. 

Is it cost effective to spend money 
rewarding residents to recycle? 

Yes. Last year Southend-on-Sea Borough Council spent 
over £3 million on sending black sack waste to landfill. 
A proportion of this waste was recyclable but somehow 
didn't find its way into either the pink recycling sacks 
or blue food waste bins. If we all recycled just one 
more newspaper every week, we would save over 
£60,000 on landfill costs every year. This is money that 
could then be used to support other services. So, small 
changes by everyone can have a positive impact on 
reducing costs and protecting the environment.
